made stesl .. . It would give employecs improved
benefits, higher wages and grester job security

This proposal does not thzeaten the besic
nights of Union members n sy way.

the interests of its members. The Union, on its
part, should recognize that the companies harve
the right and obligation to menage their planta
to the maximum benefit of employees, share-
holders, and the public.

In these modern times, with great progress
already achieved and even greater progress
visible on the horizon, cooperation—nat opposi-
tion—is the mark of real leadership.

Only with a cooperative attitude on the part
of the Union and its leadership can the steel
industry fully meet the needs of America and
help curb inflation.

We urge the Union to join us in taking this
forward step.
